WINNER OF THE GRAND UNION HOTEL AND FLASH STAKES 


Primate is off to a sensational beginning as a sire. 
From his first crop, 2-year-olds this year, has come 
First Minister, one of the best 2-year-olds in the 
country. On August 13, First Minister easily won 
the coveted Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, 
just two weeks after his smashing victory in 
Saratoga’s Flash Stakes. First Minister had pre- 
viously won at Belmont Park in time just two-fifths 
of a second slower than the track record, and had 
just missed winning the National Stallion Stakes 
by a short head. 


Another Primate 2-year-old that has shown great 
promise is Goshen. This colt won in New York just 
missing the track record by three-fifths of a second 
while running against the wind, and ran third in 
the Lafayette Stakes, beaten one and three-quarters 
lengths after going to his knees at the start. The 
Primates, like their sire, are showing exceptional 
speed . . and the ability to race and win in top 
competition . ..

As part of its promotion of the Garden 
State Stakes, Garden State Park  pub- 
licizes a series of handicaps of 2-year- 
olds. and the first in the current series 
was released last week, under a date of 
August 4. Quite a bit of revealing racing 
has gone over the dam since Barry White- 
head. Charles J. McLennan, and Ty Shea 
put pencil to paper, so it wouldn't do to 
be too critical of their arrangements. 
Whitehead weighted horses down to 113 
pounds, McLennan to 114 pounds, and 
Shea to 118. but we took the liberty of 
breaking them off at 120 pounds.

The Triple Crown 


Charles H. Johnson writes an “Indig- 
nant” letter from Pimlico: 

“Having just put down my copy of 
American Race Horses 1957, 1 cannot pass 
up the opportunity to congratulate you 
and your colleagues on a job extremely 
well done. . . 

“Not wishing to spoil you with praise. 
however. . . . what do you mean on page 
40 by ‘what is called, in the loose termin- 
ology of the American turf, the triple 
crown’? You realize. of course. that the 
3 races involved are the only ones official- 
ly sanctioned as a series by the T.R.A. 
and that a definite award is made for 
winning all 3. Under the circumstances, 
my friend. there seems to be no question 
of loose terminology. There is a Triple 
Crown (upper case. please) for whatever 
it may be worth. 

“Yours for a more tolerant attitude to- 


ward our Cherished Institutions and Tra- 
ditions.” 

As Charles Indignant Johnson knows, 
the English triple crown, which is copied 
or approximated in most major racing 
countries outside of North America, im- 
plies victories in major 3-year-old classics 
whose distances are a mile, 144 miles, 
and 184 miles or thereabouts. The Ken- 
tucky Derby-Preakness-Belmont sequence 
bears no resemblance to the Guineas- 
Derby-Leger sequence. Official or not, the 
terminology is loose. Everybody knows, 
of course, that the top-class North Amer- 
ican 3-year-old cannot run such a distance 
as 184 miles, because the racing associa- 
tions have decided it that way. 


HBPA Award Decided 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association’s annual award for 
outstanding contributions to racing will 
be presented next spring to Leo O’Don- 
nell, racing official from Anchorage, Ky. 
The presentation will be made at the 
HBPA’s annual convention, in April at 
Baltimore. 

O'Donnell, 60, is a native of Franklin, 
Mass., and one of his earliest associations 
with racing was with the stable of the late 
Frank Navin. For many years he main- 
tained a small breeding operation at 
Fidelis Farm, near Anchorage, but since 
1945 he has occupied himself chifely as 
an official at Narragansett Park, Rock- 
ingham Park, Sunshine Park, and Suf- 
folk Downs. He was one of the founders 
of the HBPA, and served as its national 
president in 1945 and 1946. 


2'/4-Pound Index 


A 360-page_ cross-index of official 
rulings, extending over a 23-year period, 
has been compiled, bound, and mailed to 
interested parties by the office of the 
National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners’ indefatigable secretary, Mrs. 
Billie Smith. It is a formidable book, 
made so by those who have broken the 
rules of racing. There apparently has 
been a lot of rule-breaking, because Mrs. 
Smith’s index weighs 2 pounds and 4 
ounces,

ILLINOIS 
Nadir's Kind of Mud 


Cuicaco. Eight of the 12 starters in the 
Arlington Classic. including the first 7 in 
the tight finish, showed up for the Amer- 
ican Derby 3 weeks later. To their number 
were added *Rise ‘n Shine and 2 recent 
arrivals from California, Strong Bay and 
Hillsdale. 

After 3 years on the turf course, the 
American Derby. which long ago was the 
ranking 3-year-old stakes in the nation, 
was back on the main course at 11x miles. 
Normally run at Washington Park, the 
race wound up at Arlington Park because 
of the peculiar split of dates at those 
tracks. : 

The track was heavy for the Derby. but 
it wasn’t sticky. On a fast track Clai- 
borne Farm’s Nadir had figured to be an 
odds-on favorite, but with the track the 
way it was he became a lukewarm choice 
at 2 to 1. Strong Bay, chiefly because of 
a bang-up second to Nadir in the Derby 
Preview (the mile was run in 1:34%%5) 
and a later workout of 1:0945, was second 
choice at 2.80 to 1. The customers bet 
with uncertainty; there were no proven 
mud runners in the race, and Nadir, the 
logical one to beat, wasn’t supposed to 
like mud. 

This turned out to be a fallacy, at least 
at Arlington Park. Breaking closest to 
the rail, Nadir was hustled to the lead by 
Manuel Yeaza, and he paced Talent 
Show by one length for 5 furlongs. When 
Yeaza loosened the reins a bit, Nadir 
opened up 2 more lengths and coasted 
home 314 lengths in front. It was the 
easiest kind of victory. 

The only argument was for second 
place. Cain Hoy Stable’s Victory Morn, 
another son of *Nasrullah, closed steadily 
from 10th position to catch Talent Show 
in the final yards and beat him 114 
lengths. The Derby was not as exciting 
as the Classic or the Derby Preview. 

The Classic winner, A Dragon Killer, 
finished seventh. Strong Bay, which had 
annexed the Westerner Stakes before

speed for 5 furlongs. These 2. 
126 pounds, gave 6 to Nadir. 

Nadir’s time was 1:51%5. His quarters 
were :2424, :24, :2415, and :2544, the last 
furlong in :1315. Time for the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap at Washington Park 
July 4 was 1:5085 over a “good” track, 


and Nadir had been seventh to Terra 
Firma, beaten 16 lengths. 
Trainer Moody Jolley revealed that 


Nadir had worn mud caulks for the first 
time in the American Derby. “He seemed 
to like the track all right; it was dead 
and heavy. He doesn’t like a track with 
lots of water.” Jolley also said that, after 
a conference with A. B. (Bull) Hancock 
Jr., it had been decided to make Nadir a 
$7,500 supplementary nominee the 
Washington Park Handicap on Labor Day. 
This would be Nadir’s first race against 
older horses, meeting such tough ones as 
Swoon’s Son and Bardstown at one mile. 

“We're here... had a good meeting 


... made a little money here, $160,000 
or so, and might as well spend some of it 
here.” Jolley said. “Those last 2 races he 
ran here were his best since the Garden 
State last fall.” 

It was pointed out that Nadir hadn’t 
“climbed” in the Derby, as he had in some 


previous races, and Jolley agreed. “The 
jock said he bobbled 3 times, but it didn’t 
bother him any. He’s a great-big awkward 
horse, and he hasn’t finished growing. 
He is a lot like an awkward kid. What 
did I tell the jock? I told him to get 
the lead and let him go on.” 

This was a switch from Nadir’s pre- 
vious races. In the Classic, for instance, 
Nadir moved from ninth to be a close 
third. The Derby Preview, with Ycaza 
up for the first time, hinted at a change 
of strategy. Only the swift Alhambra 
was ahead of Nadir the first 6 furlongs, 
and at no time by more than 2 lengths. 

“He’s a strong horse,, just like a bull,” 
said the exuberant Ycaza after the Derby. 
Only the 48-hour closing rule had saved 
Ycaza from losing the mount on Nadir. 
On Thursday Yeaza had been given a 
10-day suspension for “careless riding” on 
the previous day. His mount had won but 
was set back to second for interference. 
Ordinarily Yeaza would have been 
grounded after riding out Friday, but he 
gained the day of grace because of the 
48-hour closing. The stewards said no 
exception had been made for Yceaza; the 
practice had been in vogue the entire 
meeting. 

Jor AGRELLA 
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Edward P. Metz’s Battle Heart handed Dark Vintage her first defeat in the Princess Pat Stakes at Arlington Park, leading 


all the way to score by a length. The winner is the first stakes winner for Battlefield, which stands at Old Kenney Farm. 


CALIFORNIA 
$5,200 Filly 


Det Mar. Del Mar’s richest race for 
2-year-old fillies is the Debutante Stakes, 
which for its eighth running this season 
was worth a record $47.930. The winner 
was W. N. Modglin’s Khalita. a daughter 
ot *Khaled out of the *Royal Charger 
mare *Royal Rainbow. A year ago Kha- 
lita had gone through the Del Mar sales 
ring. and was taken from the Curragh 
Stock Farm consignment by Modglin. a 


plastics manufacturer from Glendale. 
Calif., for $5,200. 
At that time Khalita had a_ bruised 


hock. and that undoubtedly was why she 
went for such a low price. 

“Andy (trainer Malcolm Anderson) as- 
sured me he could fix the hock.” Modglin 
said, “and that it would not bother the 
filly. Besides. I figured her stud fee must 
be worth all of that. so how could I lose 
at that price?” 

Once in Anderson’s care. Khalita de- 
veloped into a first-class filly. She won 
4 in a row in California. including the 


Hollywood Lassie and Junior League 
Stakes at Hollywood Park. then was 
shipped by air to Chicago where she 


finished fourth in the Arlington Lassie. 
Returned immediately to Del Mar. Khalita 
returned to winning form by rolling to an 
easy 4-length victory in 1:10 in a prep 
for the Debutante. 

Ten iillies. including 4 supplementary 
nominees at a fee of $2.000 each. went 
against Khalita in the Debutante. A 
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crowd of 17,248 sent her to the post a 1-4 
favorite, but Khalita gave her backers 
many anxious moments before pulling 
away in the last sixteenth for a 214-length 
triumph. The big chestnut filly’s time 
for the 6 furlongs was 1:10%5. 

“This was the toughest 1-4 shot I ever 
rode in my life.” jockey Ray York said. 
with a sigh of relief. 

Khalita broke none too well, getting 
in trouble at the very outset. Satina, a 
quick filly owned by Peter Strub. sprinted 
into an early lead. There was a gap of 
3 lengths to 4 fillies which ran abreast. 
stretched across the race track. Khalita. 
when she finally got going, was behind 
them. 
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York simply had to take up and hope 
for an opening. Down most of the back- 
stretch, he stood up in the saddle. biding 
his time with Khalita. Just before going 
into the far turn, the opening he had 
been waiting for came. and he made for 
it like a flash. In one stride. Khalita 
was through, and with the next she was in 
full flight after the speeding Satina. 

Satina held a lead of 2 lengths around 
the turn, but as she swung into the home- 
stretch she bore out. as usual. losing 
valuable ground and leaving the rail wide 
open. Khalita kept coming on. saving 
ground on the rail. and she collared Satina 
at about the sixteenth-pole. From then 
on, she was never in danger. drawing 
away at the end to win comfortably. Satina 
lasted to beat Miss Uppity by 3 parts 
of a length for place honors. 

“My filly broke poorly.’ York said. 
“and wouldn't get to running until it 
looked like there was going to be no 
place to go down the backside. To tell the 
truth. [ didn’t think we were going to 
catch Satina. But Khalita came up with a 
little more when Satina went wide, and 
then it was all over.” 


Throughout her career, Satina has 
shown a tendency to run wide turning into 
the stretch. However. in a half-mile work- 
out in :4545 a few days before the Debu- 
tante. Satina had hugged the rail like a 
county-iair veteran. and her stable had 
high hopes that she finally had learned to 
run straight. 

Racing secretary Barry Whitehead 
thought perhaps that the roar of the crowd 
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frightened her in the afternoon, inasmuch 
as she ran straight in the mornings. 


As for Khalita, Modglin and Anderson 
are contemplating making her a supple- 
mentary nominee (at a cost of $4,000) for 
the Del Mar Futurity on September 6. 
and then shipping her to Garden State 
Park for the Gardenia Stakes on Octo- 
ber 18. 


There has been some comparison be- 
tween Khalita and Miss Todd. My own 
opinion is that Khalita is better; that 
she has more substance, plus an excellent 
chance to become a top stakes winner 
over distances. Miss Todd never won at a 
distance, although she was second in the 
1!,-mile Santa Margarita. 

Most writers and trainers tab Khalita 
a: the better prospect. 

Of course, Miss Todd went on to prove 
herself an extremely able performer, and 
she accomplished a great deal. Khalita 
still has that task in front of her.

Remarkable Hazel Park 


Detroit. Many have tried, but no one 
has really explained the remarkable appeal 
of the five-eighths-mile track in the north 
Detroit suburb of Hazel Park. 


The Hazel Park track. now celebrating 
its 10th birthday, continues to defy horse 
racing’s law of gravity. In a year when 
many race tracks have felt a small pinch 
from the recession. Hazel Park goes mer- 
rily on its way. Whether it is harness 
racing. as it was in the spring. or Thor- 
oughbred racing, as it is now, the sport 
thrives.

Although a grand mare like Sickle’s 
Image and a rider like Eddie Arcaro have 
stopped in on occasion. Hazel Park seldom 
sees racing’s top stars. Yet the fans keep 
coming in such numbers and_ betting in 
such figures that the track can call itself 
“Michigan’s leading race course.” 

Michigan, and the Detroit area in par- 
ticular, had been hard hit by the recession, 
so it was not surprising before the racing 
season began in May to see track officials 
going around with long faces and dark 
looks. So heavy was the air of pessimism 


that the Hazel Park Racing Association 
sold out its interest in the Hazel Park 
Harness Raceway to its trotting tenant. 

Hazel Park Raceway went on to the 
greatest harness meeting ever held in 
Michigan. Its nightly averages of 6,991 
fans and $356,172 in wagering were 7 and 
33 per cent ahead of 1957. They topped 
the banner year of 1953 when all records, 
Thoroughbred and harness, went by the 
boards in the state. 

Hazel Park’s Thoroughbred officals still 
were wary when the Detroit Race Course, 
its running rival, and Northville Downs, a 
West Side harness track, fell behind last 
year’s business, though attendance had 
risen more than 8 per cent at each track. 

Opening on a Monday, August 4, instead 
of the usual Friday, the runners got under 
way rather tamely. A crowd of 14,065 
saw Russel Fisher’s Royal Dasher run 
off with the $7,500 Premiere Handicap, 
and they bet $757,662, the lowest opening 
level in 7 years. Tuesday also was light. 
On Wednesday, 2 hours before post time, 
it started to rain, sprinkling at first, then 
harder and harder. For an hour the rain 
poured. The power was knocked out when 
lightning struck a transformer north of the 
track, and then on there were no tele- 
phones, no lights, no public-address sys- 
tem. Everything electrical was out of order. 

Still the fans came, slowly filling the 
grandstand. By 3:15 p.m., 15 minutes be- 
fore post time, there were 6,000 in the 
park. The rain was slowing down, but the 
power was still out. Many customers stood 
around under the darkened stands, while 
others simply sat reading the past per- 
formances. 

The jockeys were debating whether to 
ride when track officials decided it was 
pointless to try to run without full power. 
An auxiliary power system would keep the 
plant operating for only 3 or 4 hours, so 
the day’s racing was called off for the 
first time in Michigan racing history. 

When Hazel Park opened its gates the 
next day, 11,769 fans, the largest Thursday 
turnout in years poured into the track. On 
Friday another 12,271 cames to the races. 
Only 3 times since Hazel Park opened in 
1949 had there been larger week-day 
crowds. 

The $7,500 Detroit Handicap on August 
9 brought out a bumper field of 16 
sprinters and 18,370 spectators. Only 10 
horses could start, however, and G and 
K Stable’s Total Traffic, a long-stridding 
giant chestnut gelding, avenged a defeat 
in the Premiere Handicap, winning at 
odds of 20-1 by 4% lengths over 2 other 
longshots, Will Mearns and Big Pond.

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The Happy World of Buyers 


An excellent colt which could have top- 
ped the Saratoga sale was Rigan McKin- 
ney’s son of Roman and the Demoiselle 
Stakes winner O’Alison. Jack Skinner. who 
usually bids for Paul Mellon’s Rokeby 
Stable, gave up after encountering per- 
sistent raises from a man standing behind 
the auctioneer’s stand, and the bidding 
went no higher than $31.000. The suc- 
cessful bidder was Walter Rompel. presi- 
dent of the Turf and Field Club. He 
signed the slip: Walter Rompel. agent. 

The principal in this case. as it devel- 
oped some 15 minutes and 47 questions 
later, was George V. Meehan. of Provi- 
dence, R. L.. Lake Placid. N. Y.. Palm 
Beach, Fla., and perhaps some of the way 
Rompel had made Meehan’s ac- 
quaintance at noon on Friday, when mu- 
tual friends introduced them. Meehan, a 
man in his 50’s, had never owned a horse. 
He wasn't supposed to know or care about 
them, until it turned out that the winner 
of the last race had added substantially 
to his substantial means. 

Before returning to his summer home 
at Lake Placid Club, Meehan had chosen 
the O’Alison colt, one of the best in the 
catalogue. and asked Rompel to buy it 
for him, at $46.500. “Lucky number.” he 
said. Rompel protested, but Meehan went 


points. 


back to the placid Adirondacks and left 
him in charge of the birth of a new 
racing stable. When Rompel telephoned 
that he had bought the colt for $31.000. 
Meehan inquired: “But why didn’t you 
buy him for $46.500??” 


When Perne Grissom shows up at an 
auction, he is not expected to be incon- 
spicuous. but he was in rare form at 
Saratoga. He brought a barrel of mon- 
keys. and turned them loose. Tuesday 
night he bought 2 yearlings with no more 
than a slight flourish, but Wednesday he 
executed a few arpeggios when Mrs. 
Joseph Walker's handsome big colt by 
Native Dancer—Rytina was knocked 
down to Mrs. Ellsworth Augustus’ Kes- 
wick Stable at $25,000; the auctioneer 
had failed to recognize his raise. 

Thursday night, after going to $41.000 
to outbid Gus Ring for Jonabell Stables’ 
excellent colt by Native Dancer out of 
Battlefield’s dam. Grissom signed the 
sales slip quite happily. This was one 
of the yearlings he had set his heart on. 
Sixteen yearlings later, auctioneer Ralph 
Retler acknowledged Grissom’s offer of 
$10,000 for Bwamazon Farm’s Spy Song— 
*Persian Maid colt, and, after a moment 
of fruitless exhortation, dropped the ham-

mer. But Tom O'Farrell, bid-spotter in 
Grissom’s section, had reported H. B. 
Massey’s $10,000 offer at the same time, 
without seeing Grissom’s bid. Retler 
thought O’Farrell’s yea-up! was for Gris- 
som’s bid, which the auctioneer had seen 
directly; O'Farrell, of course, thought 
Retler had taken the bid passed on for 
Massey. Both bidders claimed the colt. 
In keeping with the rules in such cases, 
the dispute was settled by reopening the 
bidding. Massey made the only raise, and 
got the colt at $11.000 for his Grandview 
Stable. Then all Grissom broke loose. 

The big Detroiter walked over to the 
Fasig-Tipton offices facing the sale ring 
and let it be understood that. unless he got 
the Spy Song colt at the $10.000_ for 
which it had been knocked down, he 
wasn’t taking the Native Dancer for which 
ire already had signed at $41.000. H. S. 
Finney, president of the sale company, was 
absent, on advice of his physician. Grissom 
proclaimed the injustice of the thing to 
Dave Morenberg. Dan Van Clief. Lou 
Doherty. Bob Duffy. Ralph Retler, Laddie 
Lance and assorted bystanders, rising to 
resounding crescendo. 

Grissom moved so fast and so vigorous- 
ly that he kept the opposition off balance: 
the company had to move carefully to 
avoid being trapped into a false move, 
though essentially it was in a well pro- 
tected position, since it had written its 
own rules. But Perne L. Grissom is a 
tough antagonist when he is really en- 
jeying the infighting. He won the first 
9 rounds hands down. 

After the initial fanfare, he returned 
to the cashier’s cage. wrote out a check 
fer $51,000, dated and signed, but with 
the payee’s name omitted, leaving space 
for the Fasig-Tipton stamp. Morenberg 
refused to accept the check (since it in- 
cluded $10,000 for a colt that, by the 
company’s interpretation of its own rules, 
Grissom had not bought). 

Friday morning there were conferences, 
all with similar results: if Grissom didn’t 
get the Spy. Song at $10,000, Fasig-Tipton 
could dispose of the Native Dancer in a 
rather gruesome manner. There were 
deadlines for decision noon, 2 o'clock. 
3 o'clock, finally 6 o’clock. Officers of 
the sale company. now with legal talent 
running interference for them, finally 
laid down the ultimatum: unless Grissom 
fulfilled his obligation to pay for the 
Native Dancer colt, without reference to 
the Spy Song, he would be held respon- 
sible for payment and the $41,000 colt 
would be resold Friday night as Gris- 
som’s property, for gain or loss. 

This was a firm stand, and Grissom 
made the most of it, standing serenely 
aside, hoping to watch the Fasig-Tipton 
boys bite their fingernails off about half- 
way up the humerus. He let the 6 o’clock 
deadline pass. A big sign went up to 
notify all and sundry that Hip No. 175

He was represented in 
the stand, however, by his new son-in-law 
Laddie Dance as auctioneer, and by his 
son John Finney as announcer. John, a 
Navy man with a voice as sonorous as 
his father’s, had a 4-day leave from ship- 
board duties, and chose to spend it at 
Saratoga.

Saratoga Down, but Strong 


The Saratoga average was off 23.9 per 
cent, but it was the consensus that the 
yearling market was sound; after all. 
scarcely anyone had anticipated an auc- 
tion series approaching that of 1957, 
when the average had soared to $11.400. 

A total of 240 yearlings were sold in 
5 evening sessions by the Fasig-Tipton 
Company for $2,081,000, average $8.671. 
and, except for a greater conservatism in 
the extreme higher brackets, the 1958 
sale paralleled most closely that of 1956. 
There were 2 resales. 

The catalogue, in general, was not as 
inviting as that of 1957, but perhaps of 
greater significance was a marked _ re- 
luctance to bid into the top brackets for 
asterisks. Buyers obviously were willing 
to spend liberally for imported stock-— 
and on occasion they did—but they were 
looking for top-class credentials for top 
dollars; anything less wouldn’t do. 

The state of the 1958 market is seen 
most readily in an accompanying table. 
showing the maximum price necessary to 
buy a given percentage of yearlings. and 
in a tabulation of the top-priced colts and 
fillies. Whereas last year 13 colts sold 
for $30,000 or more, with a top of $61.000. 
this year only 7 fell into the same bracket:

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the top was $41,000, and there were no 
imported yearlings in this group. 

Prices for fillies actually held up a 
little better than those for colts. Ninety- 
one fillies averaged $7,324, a decline of 
14.9 per cent from last year’s $8.616 
average, and 149 colts averaged $9.493. 
a drop of 27 per cent. 

Taken together, the Keeneland and 
Saratoga sales had disposed of 597 year- 
lings for $5.513,600, average $9.236.

$3.000 to get the bottom 10 per cent of 
the Keeneland yearlings and a bid of 
$77.000 to get all of the top 5 per cent. 
At Saratoga 10 per cent of the yearlings 
could have been had for $2.100 and the 
top 5 per cent could have been taken 
for $41,000. 

The biggest buyer at the Saratoga sale 
was William G. Helis Jr... who spent 
$134,500 for 5 head. No other buyer spent 
more than C. T. Chenery’s $71.000. Of 
those who sold 3 or more head Rigan Me- 
Kinney had the best average, $18.940 for
